United States increased by $19,053,000,000 to a total 
outstanding of $253,100,000,000 at the end of that year. 
This increase, while somewhat less than the record 
$20,281,000,000 set in 1950, was nevertheless a gain of 
more than 8% . The bulk of the growth, $10,410,000,000, 
was in ordinary life insurance, and most of the balance, 
$7,147,000,000 was in group. 

The regional distribution of life insurance in force is 
chiefly a result of slowly changing population and in- 
come patterns, and has therefore been concentrated in 
the Middle Atlantic and East North Central areas. At 
the end of 1951, these two regions accounted for exactly 
half of the total of life insurance in force in the United 
States. 


however, these same groups of states were both below 
the national rate of 8.17 . Those regions with the highest 
percentage increases over 1950 were: the Pacific, 
11.4% ; the West South Central, 10.5% ; and the South 
Atlantic, 10.2% . The East South Central and the Moun- 
tain states also had greater relative gains in insurance 
in force than did the nation as a whole. 


Total life insurance outstanding at the end %f 1951 
would have been sufficient to provide each of the 156,- 
000,000 residents of the United States with $1,600 of 
protection. Regionally, per capita ownership was 
greatest in the Middle Atlantic states, at $2,200, and in 
the New England and East North Central areas, both 
at $1,900. All regions showed moderate per capita gains 
in life insurance in force last year.
